Attempts to get to see Sehering officials. 

Afternoon of Wed. 4/30/41: 

Tried to get Hammer and Weltzien. Hammer not in, Weltzien 
busy in conference. Sachler described as director of adv. 
and pub. Couldn't see. Asked Hammer's sec. Miss Beatty, 
for samples of adv. matter of any sort whatsoever, they 
could select.^ Returned and said no "against company's 
policy . I said I'd return the next am at 9 and wait for 
Hammer. She su ggested I call first and make a date. IN 
am switchboard operator at CLICK office called and was 
told he d be in at 11. I then spoke to Miss Beatty, who 
told me Dr. Sachler would see me. I told her I'B be there 
at 11 and after seeing Sachler would see Hammer. I saw 
Sachler, who^also had with him Dr.'s Weinberg and Zagih. 

With him until a little after 1. Then Hammer and Miss Beatty 
were both out. On Miss Beatty's return she told me Hammer 
was out of town and hadn't been in. I asked Sachler to 
call Hammer for me. I told Sachler I knew Hammer was there 
an didn t want any run-around. He called Miss Beatty for 
me and she told him the same thing. He said he believed 
Hammer was in Atlantic City. 

Actually, during all this time Hammer was having, lunch with 
Monroe ^Karasik, of the D.J., at the place, not out of town. 

K. admitted this to me 4/2/41 over the phone. He also told 
me the Sehering export corporation was Delta. 

Sachler said they make no serums. He also said "No money, 
definitley, goes to Germany." They have navicerts from the 
British government and this, he said, was proof that they 
were not Nazi (this, incidentally, the day of Dalton's blast). 

I said that if they’d give me samples of the pkg used on 
export, esp., to SA and showed me that the Nazi packaging 
was not used I'd have no story. He declined. I insisted, and 
he finally said he lose his job if he did. Weinberh left 
the room and returned with two labels, one used on export 
to British possessions. The only difference between these 
labels was that on the export label the line showing US 
patents was replaced. There was also a difference in the 
color of ink used. 

Sachler finally admitted he war not in a position to know 
the answers to the -questions I asked. He said that Buten- 
andt. was a Nazi. He conceded that bt he press statement was 
misleading and in some cases false. He told methat Hammer 
had said to day he refused to see me, that he had spoken 
to Hammer after I was there the previous day.
